It  is  an  old  offender,  I  say,  for  it 
seems  that  in  St  James’  day  as  Sow, 
there  were  idle  perso.is  who  Went 
about  from  Loose  to  boose,  cl  rapping 
slanuer  as  they  went  Aud  yet  you 
could  not  pe  bzpi  faiten  npon  any 
word  or  senienoe,  aud  say  that  it  was 
wholly  false,  'or  there  may  be  jtfat 
grain  of  truth  in  the  slander,  eobugb 
to  prevent  it  being  cal'ed  wool! 
false — and  toerein  lies  its  dee  ,ru^t;ve- 
ness,  fo  h.v'f  truths  are  -enfold  Snore 
fruitful  ot  evil  and  calumny 
whole  falsehoods  It  is  not  neoe&sarv 
vbat  a  word  should  be  spoken  even, 
merely  a  significant  look,  a  shrugged 
aboulde. ,  or  even  an  emphatic  s/ence 
may  do  the  work,  and  when  the  httle 
thing  that  hna  done  tbe  mischief  has 
fluttered  off,  tbe  venom  is  ’eft  behind 
to  work  and  rankle,  to  inflame  human 
IRE/ta,  te'fSver'Ttoman  existence, 
to  poison  human  society.  Feelkiglv 
was  it  said  by  one  wboee  whole  being 
had  smarted  under  such  affliction  : 

“ Adder  s  poieo  i  ia  uuder  their  F,/a.”j 

Well  has  it  been  said  thit  “the  e  ia 
nothing  more  unaccountable  thee  the 
spell  tha*.  lurks  in  a  spoken  work  A 
kind  word  uas  give  i  courage  to  mo.  e 
than  oue  despondent  heart,  i*b<!e 
struck  by  &  cruel  word'  more  than  one 
genJe  sp-Yl  has  sobbed  ■  .self  into 
tbe  gr  ve.1*  Ah,  my  frauds,  if  we 
would  but  “heed  not  so  much  bow  we 
are  spoken  to,  but  rather  hate  ice 
tpeak,"  what  a  mighty  cloud  of  tor- 
row  would  be  lifted  from  the  world. 

Evil  speaking  is  indeed  a  vjde 
far  too  common  among  us  all.  it  is 
found  in  tbe  d  sowing  loom  as  we'l  as 
in  the  kitchen,  in  tire  city  and  in-  the 
little  oountry  village.  You  may  re¬ 
member  the  words  of  the  late  Poet 
Laureate  of  England  regarding  j  this 
vice — words  chat  I  fear  world  b«i  ap¬ 
plicable  to  every  town  and  vi'lagfc  m 
our  land,  not  even  excepting  ocr  own.

Bat  baleful  as  is  tbe  word  of  down 
right  falsebi-od,  there  if  another 
whose  poison  is  even  yet  deadlier, 
meau  tbe  word  of  half-truth,  spite¬ 
fully  spoken  with  slanderous  intent. 
Tbe  deadliest  poisons  are  tboee  for 
which  no  teet  nor  antidole  has  ever 
been  discovered,  so  is  it  with  tbq  mal- 
igjanfc;  a  >itefi»l  wui'J  of  Blunder. 
The  dkadly  poison  of  tbe  slanderous 
wo.'  d  may  be  doi.ig  its  work,  but  you 
caonut  tiuoe  tbe  actual  slander,  sinoe 
half  troths  are  far  more  dangerous 
than  who’e  falsehoods — nor  is  there 
anysHidowe  for  this  poison-,  when 
once  it  has  entered  into  .he  ci  dila¬ 
tion  o.*  society  you  are  powerless  to 
stop  its  deadly  work.  Closely  allied 
with  this  form  of  false  witness  ftfre  the 
words  o*  insinuation.  Thq  safest  and 
sbor.est  way  to  icin  a  character  is  to 


Too  true  is  it  i  hat  “half  the  world 
takes  pleasure  in  inventing  scandal, 
and  the  other  half  in  believing  it." 

I  doubt  ii  many  of  us  realize  how 
much  of  tbe  teaching  of  tbe  New 
Testament  bean  directly  on  Utis  sin 
of  evil  speech.  St  Jame'  in  the  3rd 
chapter  of  his  s.ii&tie  gives  a  descrip¬ 
tion  of  the  tongue  which  open*  u>  ua 
tbe  whole  connection  of  our  speech 
with  the  inner  man.  This  fosrvel- 
loos  faculty,  one  oi  the  unpaased 
bounds  y  lines  between  cs  afcd  the 
btute,  this  wrondrons  gift  of  ($od  haa 
in  it  alike  the  capacity  of  use  or 
‘abuse.  Tbe  same  genius  that 
moulds  it  mto  the  music  Of  Heaven 
can  debase  it  into  ’he  dialect  of  hell. 

Words,  my  friends,  are  things. 
They  are  not  mere  pulsations  of  the 
air,  though  we  seem  to  think  they 
are.  We  speak  them  and  forget 
them  Yet  each  word  came  from 
within  and  each  has  its  abiding  remit. 

“By  thy  words  ahalt  thou  Me  justi¬ 
fied  and  by  thy  won  la  shaft  fchou  be 
ooodeamed,  is  a  sentence  of  9b  iptare 
few  ever  think  of.  Yet  the  Sfcriptare 
only  echoes  the  experience  of  our 
conscience  and  oar  life  ”  From  the 
days  of  Moses  all  along  down  the 
ages  there  has  sounded  in  the  ears  of 
meo  the  divine  command  “Tbou  shaft 
not  bear  fake  witness  agsJbat  thy 


Eoton  “are  like  bats  Sutong  birds. 
They  sve.  fly  by  twilight.  There  is 
notb'ag  makes  a  man  suspect  much 
mo.e  l ban  to  know  little,”  This  act 
is  only  too  well  understood  by  the 
busiaess  aud  social  world.  Well  gays 
on  old  writer,  “If  your  ne'<gb'jor  n 
busine  '3  or  social  life  be  the  object  of 
your  dit  ike  then  let  it  be  oareTuHy 
w’  ispered  that  his  affairs  a  e  not 
oooduoied  as  carefully  as  .hey  ought 
to  be,  or  h>s  habits  a  little  question¬ 
able.  If  a  woman  bate  he*  frir  rival 
a  well  a:med  whisper  will  as  surely 
as  the  touch  o*  an  infected  hand 
blacken  her  moial  beauty  aud  leave 
her  helplo.s.  Who  does  no.  know 
the  power  of  such  insinuations  T  Who 
does  cot  meet  every  day  tbe  v:o«ims 
of  these  ujseea  wrongs  T  Wh&t 
surer  weapon  .ban  irmnujt'on  *  ja’nst 
.hose  who  by  he’r  public  poiit  on 
may  not  be  opea  y  a,  lacked  without 
risk  but  can  be  e.  s  ly  stabbed  n  the 
da  k.”  Theie  is  no.  a  saider  feature 
of  ou  human  natu  e  .han  the  readi¬ 
ness  wi.h  which  Ch  suan  peop'e 
accept  and  be’ eve  heee  s'ande  ous 
ias  juatbos — 1  siauaiions  too  oftea 
cast  forth  w  th  malig  iltji,  aod  for  the 
diabo’ica'  pnrpo  e  o'  'TiiniDg  the 
oha  ac.e  •  of  one  against  whom  they 
have  some  rea*  or  fane  ed  g  .ievance. 
I  know  of  no  wo.se  enemy — I  can 
conce  ve  of  no  mote  desiruciive  foroe 
ajaljst  character  than  (he  man  or 
woman  who  deliberately,  and  with 
malioe  afoie.hought,  eeks  to  destroy 
the  character  of  his  fellowman.  It 
the  tong  -e  of  such  people  of  whom 
St  James  spesks  when  he  asya  “the 
tongue  Is  a  fire,  a  world  of  iniquity  ; 
it  defileth  tbe  whole  body  aud  setteth 
ou  fire  the  course  of  nature,  a  >d  is  it 
teelf  set  on  fi  e  of  hell,”  aad  their 
puu'aumeot,  another  apostle  forets'Js, 
when  be  says  they  are  “wandering 
stars  to  whom  is  reserved  the  black- 

es  of  darkness  forever.” 

Cut  there  is  tnoibet  form  of  this 
sin  to  which  our  at  ten  Jon  needs  a'so 
to  be  directed,  and  es,  -ec  ally  so  be¬ 
cause  Is  moral  character  is  too  often 
forgotten.  1  mean  that  habit  some¬ 
times  styled  in  polite  cycles  at 
social  spirit  but  called  by  Chr^t 
“tale  bearing." 

The  word  pointing  of  St.  James 
so  exact  concerning  this  form  ot  evil 
speech  that  none  can  fall  io  isoognize 
it  when  he  speaks  of  the'  “wander¬ 
ing  from  bouse  to  house,  no*  only 
idle  but  tatiers  also,  and  boay  bodies’ 
speaking  things  which  they  ought 
not.” 

Every  community  has  some  of  these 
tocial  persons  of  so  <Lsintereeted  a 
character  that  .hey  spend  much  of 
their  valuable  time  in  ente?  tabling 
their  neighbors  with  tales  derived  too 
often  from  their  wonderfully  vivid 
imaginations.  “Their  omni  presence 
is  almost  miraculous.  You  seem  to 


meet  them  wherever  you  go.”  They 
seem  lo  be  a  aort  of  a  detective  force 
self-commissioned  to  gather  the  float¬ 
ing  gossip  of  the  neighborhood  ;  and 
so  gifted  sre  they  in  imagination  that 
they  oan  throw  a  charm  of  mystery 
over  tbe  slenderest  fso.s  and  create  a 
woild  out  of  nothing.  And  society 
speaks  of  them  as  “such  social  people.’’ 

But  what  is  the  result?  Ojd  friends 
are  parted,  famiHe?  disrupted  and  a 
pariah  divided. 

What  must  be  the  character  of 
people  who  delight  in  paising  their 
time  iu  suoh  petty  lai  oeny  ?  What 
must  it  l»e  in  the  eye  .  of  Him  who 
said  “Blesaed  are  the  peace-makeis 
for  theirs  is  the  kingdom  of  Heaven." 

And  what  does  Chiist  teach  us  in 
tbeiie  words.  It  is  that  for  every 
idle  word  God  shaU  bring  us  in.o 
judgment.  “Not  each  word  of  harm¬ 
less  mirth,”  no,  far  from  it,  “but  tbe 
idle  words  that  leave  a  sting  behind 
them,  the  idle  words  that  fall  from 
our  reckless  lips  and  do  barm  to  our 
fellowmen,  the  word-i  of  slander,  of 
selfish  suspioion,  of  slimy  deforms 
tioo.”
